Tanzania—The original im- 


petus in Zanzibar’s revolution three and a half years 
ago was to shatter the dominance of the Arabs on 


the island. 


This it effectively did. The 
predominantly African revolu- 
tion eliminated the ruling 
group and the plantation 
owners, The sultan, Seyyid 
Jamshid Bin Abdulla, had his 
yacht Salama. in the harbor at 
the time, and he left the 
country. The brief uprising 


was followed by-the-massacre 


of many Arabs and the 


deportation of many more. 
Today, the only Arabs you 


see in ‘Zanzibar are the 
peasant farmers in the in- 
terior, called “Shamba 


Arabs." They live the - same 
life as the African farmers, 
cultivating small plots of land 
which produce cassava, pine- 
apples and bananas, _ 

Their tiny wattle huts are 
identical to those of the 
Africans. The fact that the 
“Shamba Arabs’’ have not 
suffered may mean that the 
causes of the revolution were 
not entirely radical. The 
targets were the landowning 
and employing classes (which 
happened to be Arab). 

The revolution has been 
something of an enigma, In 
spite of being nominally 
linked. with mainland .Tan- 
zania, Zanzibar has been very 
much a State within a State). 
Even from Dar-es-Salaam it 
has been almost impossible 
for foreigners’ to enter the 
islands. Permission for me to 
go had to come from Zanzi- 
bar; none “of: the mainland 
ministries could grant me 
this. 

In spite of a confusing 
situation it is possible to 
unravel. some of the major 
aspects of the present system.

Many gourd collectors are 
disappointed when these soft- 
shelled ornamental types 
begin to lose color.

They are 
not likely to maintain their 
color for more than three or 
four months, and then they 
soon decay.
